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PLYMOUTH  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  EXPANDS 


Henry  William  Blair  Hall,  a  dormitory  housing 
166  men,  is  the  newest  addition  to  the  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  campus.  Constructed  at  a  cost  of 
about  $675,000,  it  was  first  occupied  in  April,  1960. 
It  contains  a  cafeteria  and  a  snack  bar,  a  large  game 
room,  utility  rooms,  an  office,  and  three  small  lounges 
in  addition  to  the  student  rooms. 

Given  initial  approval  in  the  capital  budget  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Court  by  Governor  Powell  are 
$1,552,200  of  further  campus  improvements.  Most  ex- 
tensive is  a  dormitory  for  225  women  to  be  placed 
where  the  old  Pemigewasset  Hotel  stood.  A  $331,500 
addition  will  triple  the  size  of  the  Lamson  Library  by 
extending  it  to  the  east.  A  $51,000  maintenance  shop 
will  be  constructed  to  the  north  of  the  boiler  house 
along  the  edge  of  the  playground  of  the  Guy  E.  Speare 
School. 

The  college  enrollment  of  675  this  year  is  expect- 
ed to  reach  935  by  1963. 

The  college  budget  is  about  $1,000,000  annually 
of  which  over  $600,000  is  expended  in  payroll  to  resi- 
dents of  the  Plymouth  area. 

The  college  prepares  elementary  and  secondary 
teachers  with  special  curricula  in  physical  education 
and  business  education. 


REPORT  OF 
THE  PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Plymouth : 

From  time  to  time,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Plymouth  Record,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sion has  made  known  to  the  public  the  status  of  Fox 
Pond  Park  and  the  obstacles  to  its  development  which 
have  gradually  been  overcome. 

After  two  years  of  persistent  effort,  the  Commis- 
sion was  finally  able  to  announce  that  Fox  Pond  had 
met  the  approval  for  swimming  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  Until  this  obstacle  had  been  surmounted,  it 
was  considered  unwise  to  attempt  to  raise  the  ap- 
proximately $12,000  necessary  to  make  swimming  a 
reality.  However,  with  the  favorable  action  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  members  of  the  Commission  arrang- 
ed to  appear  before  a  cross  section  of  Plymouth's  or- 
ganizations to  learn  the  thinking  of  the  people  regard- 
ing the  development  of  the  parks.  With  almost  no  dis- 
senting vote  it  was  the  concensus  of  the  members  of 
these  organizations  that  the  pond  be  developed  for 
swimming  and  that,  in  so  far  as  possible,  the  funds  be 
raised  by  popular  subscription. 

Consequently  early  in  January  an  open  meeting 
of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Association  was  held  and 
it  was  overwhelmingly  voted  to  finance  the  develop- 
ment of  swimming  facilities  by  a  drive.  Mrs.  Robert 
Wherland,  the  new  president,  announced  that  public 
spirited  women  of  the  community,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  Guy  E.  Speare,  were  prepared  to  conduct 
the  campaign. 

That  campaign  was  duly  launched  by  Mrs.  Wher- 
land, directed  by  Mrs.  Speare,  and  carried  out  suc- 
cessfully by  a  group  of  women  eager  to  provide  swim- 
ming for  the  youth  of  Plymouth.  The  project  is  now 
to  be  presented  to  the  town  for  its  stamp  of  approval. 


As  noted  in  the  report  for  1959,  the  dwelling  on 
the  park  property  was  repaired  and  rented.  However, 
it  was  early  discovered  that  the  nature  of  the  soil  is 
such  that  a  drywell  will  not  take  care  of  the  sewage 
and  as  the  town  sewer  line  does  not  extend  to  the 
park  property  it  has  become  necessary  to  close  the 
house. 

The  Commission  now  consists  of  the  following 
members:  Harold  D.  Trojano  (1963),  chairman;  Alida 
Buckland  (1963),  vice  chairman;  Rosamund  Orr 
(1961),  clerk  and  treasurer;  and  Bernard  R.  Smith 
(1962).  Allen  E.  Grass  (1961)  has  recently  submitted- 
his  resignation.

To  the  Trustees  of  the 
Plymouth  Public  Library: 

Our  major  effort  this  year  has  been  put  into  the 
new  card  catalog.  With  State  Aid  funds  the  State  Li- 
brary purchased  for  us  an  18  drawer  steel  file  and 
7,000  blank  cards.  Fifteen  volunteer  helpers  have  given 
about  400  hours  typing  these  cards,  verifying  authors' 
names  and  classification  numbers,  filing  new  cards  and 
removing  old  ones,  and  marking  book  covers.  Also  pur- 
chased with  State  Aid  funds  were  printed  cards  for 
about  500  books.  These  had  to  be  compared  to  the 
books  they  represented  and  corrected  if  necessary. 
Mrs.  Hopkins  of  the  State  Library  spent  six  clays  with 
us  at  various  times  to  supervise  our  work,  and  Mr. 
Riley  of  the  Bookmobile  was  with  us  five  days.  There 
will  be  no  State  Aid  funds  available  to  us  in  1961  so 
we'll  be  obliged  to  purchase  the  additional  20,000  car^s 
we  need  from  our  own  income.  The  steel  file  will  be 
adequate  to  hold  them  all. 

During  July  and  August  Mrs.  Bernice  Hall  very 
kindly  gave  of  her  time  and  talents  in  conducting  six 
story  hours  for  kindergarten  through  fourth  grade 
children  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

The  Methodist  Church  Junior  Fellowship  has  had 
two  sessions  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library. 
One  of  the  second  grades  visited  us  with  their  teacher 
to  hear  a  short  talk  about  the  library,  and  to  have  a 
storv  read  to  them. 


Four  members  of  the  Four  Leaf  Clover  4-H  Club 
spent  a  morning  with  the  librarians  giving  much 
needed  assistance  moving  books  by  the  hundreds  so 
that  the  Teen  Age  collection  could  be  in  a  section  of 
its  own  and  the  adult  non-fiction  could  be  arranged  in 
better  order  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  Classifi- 
cation numbers. 
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Your  librarian  gave  a  talk  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  on  the  re- 
sources of  the  library  for  the  use  of  those  who  need 
help  in  their  daily  lives  or  occasional  activities.  She 
also  attended  a  State  Library  sponsored  meeting  at 
the  New  Hampton  Library  on  children's  books.  Our 
library  was  host  to  another  State  Library  sponsored 
meeting  on  Teen  Age  books.  Librarians  of  neighboring 
libraries  attended  and  had  the  opportunity  to  see  a 
large  collection  of  fine  books  for  young  people. 

We  have  had  two  special  exhibits,  complete  with 
posters,  from  the  Bookmobile.  One  was  books  on  world 
affairs  and  the  other  on  family  relations.  The  latter 
was  loaned  to  the  Junior  Woman's  Club  for  display  at 
one  of  their  meetings. 

A  system  of  book  exchanges  has  been  established 
with  the  Lincoln  Public  Library.  From  time  to  time 
they  borrow  mystery  stories  from  us  and  we  borrow 
westerns  from  them. 

The  seventh  grade  Girl  Scouts  have  planted  some 
tulip  bulbs  under  our  front  windows.  We  are  awaiting 
Spring  to  see  a  fine  display  of  color. 

In  February  we  lost  the  valued  assistance  of  Mrs. 
Lillian  Varney  because  of  ill  health.  Miss  Barbara 
Nims  took  her  place  and  quickly  became  adjusted  to 
our  routine.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  conduct- 
ed by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of  Pub- 
lic Health  Nursing,  for  the  town  of  Plymouth  for  the 
year  1960.  Please  have  this  report  printed  in  your 
town  report. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  on  mothers,  babies 
and  pre-school  children.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  children  to  attend  the  following  clinics: 
Cripple  Children's  Clinics  in  Hanover  and  Laconia, 
Mental  Hygiene  and  Child  Guidance  Clinics  at  Laco- 
nia and  Concord,  Pediatric  Clinics  at  Littleton  and  Con- 
cord and  assistance  has  been  obtained  through  the 
Heart  Program.  Children  have  been  sent  to  Laconia  for 
special  examinations  by  Nose  and  Throat  Specialists 
and  others  have  been  referred  through  the  N.  H.  Sight 
Conservation  for  examination  and  glasses  to  local  doc- 
tors. Follow  up  calls  have  been  made  on  these  cases 
as  necessary. 

A  Salk  Vaccine  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Speare 
School  Auditorium  on  April  7,  1960  for  fourth  or 
"Booster"  Polio  shots  for  school  children.  A  total  of 
443  children  were  given  the  vaccine  by  members  of 
the  Plymouth  Medical  Association.  This  clinic  was 
held  in  cooperation  with  the  school  officials,  school 
physician  and  school  nurse  and  the  members  of  the 
Plymouth  Nursing  Association  assisted.  Mothers 
have  been  urged,  by  the  nurse,  to  take  their  pre-school 
children  to  their  family  physician  for  inoculations  and 
polio  shots  as  it  was  not  feasible  to  hold  immunization 
clinics  for  pre-schoolers.  The  public  may  be  interested 
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to  know  that  a  report  from  the  N.  H.  Department  of 
Health,  Division  of  Communicable  Disease,  states  the 
following:  For  four  years  preceding  the  Salk  Vaccine 
program  from  one  to  four  cases  of  polio  per  year  were 
reported  from  Plymouth.  Since  the  start  of  the  Salk 
Vaccine  in  1956  no  polio  cases  have  been  reported  from 
Plymouth.  It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  realize  the 
importance  of  this  protection  for  both  children  and 
adults  and  this  good  record  may  be  continued. 

Miss  Ellen  Clough,  R.N.,  a  veteran  TB  nurse  for 
Grafton  County,  retired  as  of  September  1st,  1960.  The 
program  in  Grafton  County  is  now  covered  by  the  N. 
H.  Department  of  Public  Health  Nurse,  in  co- 
operation with  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association.  A 
chest  clinic  was  held  at  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  in  Ply- 
mouth on  October  10,  1960,  with  Dr.  Robert  Kerr  as 
examining  physician  and  Mr.  Alden  as  x-ray  techni- 
cian, from  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association.  The 
reports  of  chest  examinations  and  x-rays,  received 
from  Dr.  Kerr,  have  been  sent,  by  the  nurse,  to  each 
person  attending  the  clinic.  The  Public  Health  Nurse 
was  assisted  at  the  clinic  by  members  of  the  Plymouth 
American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  8/40.  It  is  planned 
to  hold  at  least  three  chest  clinics  a  year  in  Plymouth. 
All  physicians  in  the  area  will  be  notified  in  advance 
of  the  date  of  the  clinics  and  notices  will  be  sent  to 
the  local  press.  Home  visits  were  made  on  the  cases 
attending  the  clinic  as  necessary. 

Throughout  the  year,  assistance  has  been  given 
to  several  families  through  the  cooperation  of  Ply- 
mouth Community  Closet.  The  nurse  has  assisted  with 
this  project  which  is  a  benefit  to  the  families  in  Ply- 
mouth area.  Names  were  also  submitted  to  the  Fire- 
men for  their  Christmas  Toy  project.  I  am  sure  many 
children  were  made  happier  at  Christmas  by  this  out- 
standing project  by  the  local  firemen.  The  nurse  also 
assisted  with  a  Christmas  Party  at  Mrs.  York's  School 
for  the  benefit  of  the  children  attending,  gave  Home 
Nursing  demonstrations  at  a  Civilian  Defense  School 
and  gave  assistance  throughout  the  year  to  the  new 
Pemigewasset  Valley  Retarded  Children's  Council. 
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In  July  your  Public  Health  Nurse  had  the  privi- 
lege of  attending  a  two  weeks'  "Workshop  on  Epidemi- 
ology in  Nursing."  This  course  was  held  at  St.  An- 
selm's  College  at  Manchester  and  sponsored  by  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service  in  cooperation  with  the  N.  H. 
Department  of  Health.  This  has  proven  very  helpful 
in  her  work  in  this  area.  She  was  also  privileged  to  at- 
tend a  three  day  New  England  Public  Health  Insti- 
tute at  Manchester,  Vermont. 

The  office  of  the  Public  Health  Nursing  of  the 
N.  H.  Department  of  Health  for  lower  Grafton  County 
is  now  located  at  47  Main  Street,  Plymouth.  It  has  been 
a  pleasure  to  have  been  of  service  to  Plymouth  resi- 
dents in  the  past  year.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  extend  sincerest  thanks  to  the  physicians,  nurses, 
organizations  and  individuals  who  have  assisted  me 
in  the  program  of  the  N.  H.  Dept.  of  Health  the  past 
year.  Thanks  also  to  the  Plymouth  press  for  their 
excellent  cooperation.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT,  PLYMOUTH,  N.  H. 

FOR  1960 


Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  my  report  as  Civil  Defense  Di- 
rector for  the  year  of  1960. 

The  Civil  Defense  organization  has  been  improved 
with  the  addition  of  an  organized  auxiliary  police  unit 
under  the  direction  of  Clifford  Mayhew  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  Bernard  Gray.  They 
have  been  of  assistance  in  many  instances  during  the 
past  year,  particularly  during  the  band  concerts,  pa- 
rades and  other  special  events.  They  have  also  been  of 
assistance  in  some  emergency  situations  where  their 
availability  has  been  of  great  value. 

In  last  year's  budget  a  sum  of  money  was  re- 
quested and  granted  for  the  installation  of  a  signal 
on  the  Main  Street  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department' 
and  the  Civil  Defense  organization.  However,  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  installation  of  the  signal  required 
the  active  cooperation  of  the  precinct  officers,  and 
their  permission  to  connect  to  the  present  system,  and 
since  a  common  ground  could  not  be  found  on  which 
to  operate,  nothing  was  done.  This  also  held  up  the 
spending  of  an  additional  sum  for  other  equipment  for 
the  organization  since  it  was  felt  that  if  additional 
funds  wrere  necessary  to  fulfill  the  requirements  the 
funds  should  be  held  in  reserve. 

It  is  still  my  opinion  that  such  a  system  is  neces- 
sary but  that  under  the  circumstances,  perhaps  the 
precinct  might  use  its  funds  for  the  purpose  and  in 
this  situation  might  feel  better  toward  the  installation.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  1961  FOR  THE 
PLYMOUTH  MUNICIPAL  AIRPORT 


1.  It  is  felt  that  the  Selectmen  should  consider 
painting  the  hanger.  At  the  present  time  it  is  in  pretty 
sad  shape  and  does  nothing  to  add  to  the  airport.  In 
addition  to  this  it  would  seem  that  this  is  a  decided 
asset  and  that  it  should  have  the  protection  that  paint 
would  give  it. 

2.  As  a  result  of  criticism  made  by  the  state,  it  is 
felt  that  some  consideration  be  given  to  the  repair 
and  regrading  of  certain  hazards  which  exist  on  the 
runway  and  which  are  mentioned  in  a  report  submit- 
ted by  the  chief  inspector  of  the  State  Aeronautics 
Board. 

3.  A  sum  of  money  should  be  set  aside  for  the  in- 
stallation of  runway  markers  along  both  sides  of  the 
runway  and  that  these  markers  be  installed  this  year. 

4.  Several  persons  using  the  airport  have  request- 
ed that  a  phone  be  installed  at  the  airport.  This  would 
have  to  be  a  pay  phone.  Perhaps  the  phone  company 
could  be  persuaded  to  install  a  booth. 

5.  At  the  present  time  the  airport  is  in  good1  shape 
with  the  exceptions  noted  above.  We  have  a  limited 
amount  of  traffic  but  enough  indications  exist  that  the 
port  is  a  good  investment  for  the  town  and  that  there 
is  a  very  definite  need  for  this  installation.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
TO  THE  PLYMOUTH  SCHOOL  BOARD 


Hereby  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  teacher  turn-over  in  the 
Plymouth  schools  grades  7-12  was  the  lowest  it  has 
been  for  a  long  time.  Only  one  teacher  out  of  twenty- 
four  did  not  return  which  I  can  assure  you  is  a  fine 
average  when  it  is  compared  with  other  school  sys- 
tems in  the  state.  Mr.  Ross  in  the  Department  of  In- 
dustrial Arts  resigned  to  go  into  business  for  himself 
and  John  Faust,  a  recent  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers 
College  was  employed  as  his  replacement.  Other  teach- 
ing assignments  of  various  members  of  the  staff  re- 
mained the  same  as  last  year. 

The  school  budget  for  next  year  has  provisions 
to  add  another  teacher  to  the  high  school  staff  in  the 
area  of  mathematics  and  science,  and  with  next  year's 
expected  enrollment  figures,  this  is  necessary.  At  the 
present  time  I  am  preparing  to  publicize  the  vacancy 
and  screen  candidates  for  the  position.  We  continue 
to  have  a  dedicated  staff  that  places  our  high  school 
in  curriculum  and  standards  as  high  as  any  other 
secondary  school  in  the  state.  The  new  Vocational 
Building  and  the  library  have  been  big  improvements 
and  I  hope  and  expect  these  two  areas  will  continue  to 
grow  and  expand  during  the  coming  years.  I  strongly 
feel  that  after  another  year  we  should  attempt  to  add 
a  full-time  guidance  counsellor  to  our  staff.  Half-time 
guidance  is  being  done  at  the  present  but  our  school 
population,  with  the  addition  of  the  7th  and  8th 
grades,  has  reached  a  point  where  there  is  a  definite 
need  for  a  full-time  guidance  person. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  in  its  new  surroundings 
is  working  very  well  and  the  number  participating  is 
going  up  all  the  time.  We  expect  the  price  of  hot 
lunches  for  the  school  year  beginning  next  September 


will  be  lowered  to  the  former  price  of  25c  per  ele- 
mentary pupil  and  30c  for  high  school  pupils.  This  I 
am  sure  will  be  good  news  to  parents. 

The  Physical  Education  program  is  running  very 
well  this  year  and  I  feel  that  in  so  far  as  Physical  Ed- 
ucation Programs  go,  it  is  adequate.  During  this  Fall, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  complaints  concerning 
the  inadequacies  of  locker  and  shower  room  facilities. 
In  order  that  this  program  should  operate  efficiently, 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  we  continue  to 
want  and  to  have  a  good  program  —  grades  7-12,  we 
must  in  some  way  or  another  increase  our  shower  and 
locker  room  capacity.  This,  I  think,  should  be  given 
serious  consideration  in  the  near  future.  Perhaps  by 
having  a  thorough  discussion  in  an  open  meeting  the 
school  board  could  then  make  a  decision  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  would  be  advisable  to  try  to  call  a  special 
meeting  to  do  something  about  the  situation.  I  also 
think  serious  thought  at  this  time  should  be  given  to 
replacing  coal-burning  furnaces  in  the  High  School 
and  Speare  School  with  oil  burners.  Coal  gets  more  ex- 
pensive all  the  time  and  there  is  such  a  great  differ- 
ence in  the  grades  of  coal  we  obtain  that  we  can  not 
be  sure  from  one  period  to  the  next  whether  the  school 
buildings  will  be  adequately  heated.  The  use  of  soft 
coal  for  heating  as  well  as  posing  a  most  difficult  job 
for  the  custodians  in  cold  weather  tends  to  make  a 
very  difficult  custodial  cleaning  problem. 

My  recommendation  would  be  that  we  provide  for 
extra  locker  room  space  and  at  the  same  time  replace 
our  coal-burning  furnaces  with  oil  so  that  the  total 
program  would  come  under  State  School  Building  Aid 
formula.  To  do  these  things  would  necessitate  floating 
another  bond  issue  but  it  seems  to  me  when  all  fac- 
tors are  taken  into  consideration  the  project  is  justi- 
fied. State  Building  Aid  would  amount  to  30%  of  the 
principal  payments.  Engineers  assure  me  that  there 
would  be  a  saving  in  fuel  expenses  by  converting  to 
oil  and  the  lessened  hours  necessary  for  custodial  help 
during  the  winter  months  could,  I  think,  lower  the  sal- 
ary budget  for  this  department. 


An  important  consideration  also  should  be  given 
to  the  facilities  outlying  districts  can  expect  for  their 
tuition  pupils  they  send  to  Plymouth.  The  time  will 
soon  be  here  when  Plymouth  will  realize  $100,000  per 
year  in  revenue  from  tuition  pupils.  This  can  not  be 
taken  lightly  because  the  Plymouth  children  could  not 
and  would  not  have  the  program  now  available  to 
them  without  these  pupils.  Furthermore,  any  capital 
outlay  on  facilities  used  by  high  school  students  would 
be  partially  amortized  by  the  2%  rental  fee  which  the 
law  allows  us  to  charge.  I  have  done  considerable  work 
and  thinking  on  the  above  matter  and  it  is  my  feeling 
that  the  entire  project  is  not  only  practical  and  feasi- 
ble but  necessary. 

We  are  instituting  a  program  whereby  bright  boys 
and  girls  who  have  taken  all  the  high  school  has  to 
offer  in  a  given  field  are  being  allowed  to  attend  classes 
at  the  college.  This  has  aroused  quite  a  good  bit  of 
publicity  in  the  State  Department  of  Education  and 
they  are  highly  in  favor  of  this  project.  I  am  very 
hopeful  that  it  will  continue  to  improve  and  to  grow 
as  we  progress.  It  is  one  way  that  we  can  meet  the 
needs  of  the  gifted  pupil  without  adding  expensive 
courses  in  the  high  school  that  few  pupils  would  take. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  school  board 
and  the  high  school  administration  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  my  sincere  belief  we  are  making  continued 
progress  in  providing  good  education  for  the  Plymouth 
boys  and  girls  as  well  as  those  from  the  outlying 
towns  who  come  here  as  tuition  pupils.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools  as  per  the  following  quotation: 
"Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union 
shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing  the  total  sal- 
ary paid  to  the  superintendent,  which  report  shall  show 
in  detail  the  amount  derived  from  the  per  capita  tax 
and  the  amount  paid  directly  by  each  school  district 
in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school 
for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The 
Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48  during 
1959-60  received  a  salary  of  $7,750  wrhich  was  made 
up  as  follows :  $3,500  paid  from  the  per  capita  tax  and 
$4,250  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts. 
Allowance  of  $1,100  for  travel  within  the  union  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above.

It  was  necessary  to  hire  only  one  new  teacher  for 
the  year  1960-61.  Mr.  John  Faust  proves  to  be  a  capa- 
ble replacement  for  Mr.  Eugene  Ross,  who  resigned. 

Our  school  is  gradually  growing  and  before  too 
long,  we  will  have  over  four  hundred  pupils  in  grades 
nine  through  twelve. 

The  anticipated  enrollment  of  Freshmen  for  the 
next  four  years  is  as  follows :

This  has  necessitated  plans  for  adding  two  new 
rooms  in  the  old  auditorium  to  take  up  the  expansion 
of  the  enrollment  for  next  year.
